HOW WAS THE ATOMIC 


Mr. Truman’s revelation of Russia’s atomic ex- 
periment was as cryptic as it was sensational. The 
crucial fact was made clear: the Soviets had created 
a nuclear explosive. But the tantalizing questions 
raised by the President’s announcement were left 
unanswered. How did the U.S. know there had been 
an atomic blast? Was it an A-bomb burst or some 
accidental explosion? If it was a bomb, how power- 
ful was it? The public would have to depend on spec- 
ulation. Fortunately for the nation’s bursting curi- 
osity there was sufficient atomic information in the 
public domain to make sound speculation possible. 

It seems probable that the blast was caused by a 
bomb. It is entirely certain that it involved at least 
enough nuclear explosive to make a bomb. The evi- 
dence is conclusive: there can be no atomic burst of 
any kind until sufficient fissionable material is as- 
sembled to make what is called a “critical mass”— 
amass large enough to start a chain reaction by its 
own intense radiation. Once this mass is available a 
workable bomb can be made, quickly and fairly eas- 
ily. The concensus is that the power of the Soviet 
burst did not rival that of our own A-bombs. Yet it 
was a true nuclear explosion, and any such explo- 
sion must be tremendous. 

‘A more complicated question is that of how the 
U.S. learned that there had been an atomic explo- 
sion. Undoubtedly every intelligence source avail 
able to the government has been watching and wai 


rines, aircraft, balloons or shore stations around Bering

ing. But apart from direct information there are 
three methods of detecting an atomic burst: 1) radi- 
ation meters such as Geiger counters, which pick up 
the drifting radioactive clouds created by the bomb 
2) seismographs, which detect the shock waves sent 
through the earth and 3) microbarc phs, which 
measure shock waves passing through the air 

All three of these methods may have been used 
to detect and evaluate the Russian explosion, but 
in all likelihood the radiation me nts 
the first indications of the event. Radioactive parti- 
cles, carried by prevailing winds of known speed and 
direction, were undoubtedly monitored by counters 
in secret shore stations or in high-flying aircraft. If 
the explosion had occurred in Siberia or the north- 
ern part of European Russia its radioactive cloud 
could have been located by monitoring stations in 
the Bering Straits a few days later (right, above) 

If the first evidence of the burst came from rad 
ation counters it was probably clinched by the seis- 
mographs which could have recorded the detgna- 
tion a few minutes after it occurred. If several such 
instruments picked up the signal, the location of the 
explosion could have been established by triangula 
tion, Seismographs and microbarographs have one

“BOMG 10 BOMB” 


TOWARD A CLIMAX 


Asalways, the inner Soviet story is 
hidden:it can only be deduced from 
known events. Here is a deduced anal- 
ysis of Soviet decisions and policy as 
they have unfolded in recent months. 


Early this year—probably in February— 
the men who rule the Soviet Union reviewed 
its position and found it bad. So bad, indeed, 
that European events viewed in the West as 
important but inconclusive gains for democ- 
racy seemed disastrous to the Kremlin. The 
men of the Kremlin had staked the resourcé 
prestige and conspiratorial talents of Soviet 
communism upon the political conquest of west- 
ern Europe. Yet western Europe was worse than 
unconquered; it was driving out communism 
and forcing Soviet power back toward Soviet 
borders. Like all totalitarians committed to the 
constant expansion of power, the men of the 
Kremlin could not tolerate a steady contrae- 
tion of power. To accept it would have been to 
accept at some point collapse for their regime 
and death for themsel 

‘They did not accept it. They already had a 
timetable calling for war as a final solution— 
not necessarily as a solution to be preferred or 
even desired, but as one that might in foresee- 
able circumstances be their alternative to po- 
litical defeat and extinction. This timetable 
they now drastically altered: they advanced 
the calculated date of war. Just what the change 
was—from what previously assumed date to 
what new date—is still their secret. But they 
made no secret of one significant decision: to 
encourage by every possible device of propa- 
ganda and official statement the impression 
that the Western powers are creating “a war 
situation, 

When this pattern first became discernible, 
the only apparent explanation was the succes- 
sion of Soviet defeats in western Europe. Now 
another explanation is available. If “an atomic 
explosion” was possible, Soviet scientists were 
probably able to predict it early this year— 
when Stalin and his men were recasting their 
prospects. So much is deduction. Now for a cur- 
: in his speech to the U.N. General As- 
sembly last week, Andrei Vishinsky said again 
that the Western powers are “drawing up plans 
foranew war’ ; five times he said that they areen- 
gaged in “preparations for war.” Whatever the 
Soviet Union may intend or foresee, it already 
pleads not guilty of causing atomic war. 
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SO STAND THE GREAT ANTAGONISTS, BUT MAN IS STILL MASTER OF ALL 


So the Russians have the makings of the 
Bomb, three years sooner than they were ex- 
pected to have it. The period of atomic mo- 
nopoly is over. Now the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union face each other, Bomb to Bomb. 

Tt is a huge fact, in magnitude second only 
to the fact of the Bomb’s existence. But it 
is not too big to be confronted, dealt with, 
“lived with.” The fact is not bigger than 
Man. No fact ever is. What is the story of 
Man? It is that men die, Man survives. Now 
men are measurably nearer the most terrible 
of all the climaxes they have brought upon 
themselves in their long history of struggle. 
If the climax comes it will change life and 
change the world. But it will not end life, it 
will not destroy the world. In this utmost cli- 
max, or perhaps in its prospect, men may at 
last find the secret of peace and the way to 
live without destruction. That is a hope. The 
certainty is that Man will be on earth, mak- 
ing a world. 

Do not minimize the Bomb. No matter 
how many people may tell you that the U.S. 
has a lot more bombs, do not minimize the 
Soviet Union’s mastery of the atom. For to 
do either is to hide from the facts, and that is 
never the way to deal with facts, especially 
if they are ultimate facts. These are ultimate 
facts. Well-meant efforts to play down the 
Bomb as just another weapon are of a piece 
with the wailing that the American people 
have run away from the Bomb. So i the 
American people have done very well at living 
with their exclusive possession of the Bomb, 
and they may be expected to do as well at liv- 
ing with Soviet possession of it. On the morn- 
ing of Sept. 23 they joined many millions 
of other people in the knowledge that they, 
their children, their cities might be struck by 
the Bomb. Since Hiroshima only the people 
of the Western Hemisphere have lived with- 
out this precise and personal sense of peril, 
and it is probably a good thing that the com- 
munity of danger is now complete. Where 
none is “safe,” all may be a little safer. And, 
if the change had to come, this is as good a 
time as any for it. The people of the U.S. and 
the people of free Europe have had a little 
holiday from worry this summer. Now real- 
ity is back, and the world is the better able 
to meet it. 

What are the facts to be confronted, to be 

ragmatically absorbed iato the business of 
living? Some of them are summarized on the 
preceding five pages. Here we accent a few 

h seem to deserve major emphasis. 

First of all, the Bomb until now has been 
in the sole hands of a power whose purpose is 
peace. Now itis in the hands of a power which 
mortally fears peace—real peace. As indi- 
cated in the adjoining column, peace on any 
terms acceptable to the democratic world 
must spell defeat and extinction to the men 
who rule Russia. As Marxists they do not pre- 
fer war, but as totalitarians self-doomed to 
expansive power they are remorselessly driv- 
en toward war. To accept the “certainty” of 
war is sterile and futile: the door to peace is 
still open to the Soviet Union and will be kept 


open. But it is worse than futile, it is down- 
right dangerous to rest any policy upon the 
hope that the Soviet Union in possession of 
the Bomb will choose a course that it rejected 
when it did not have the Bomb. 

In the immediate future—for the next 
year or so, say—the U.S, and its allies will 
almost certainly have increasing trouble 
with the Soviet Union. Big trouble in the 
form of some spectacular gesture toward set- 
tlement on terms which could mean only the 
surrender of the West; little trouble in the 
form of incessant aggravations of specific 
disputes, old and new. Trouble anyhow, and 
plenty of it—that is the prospect. 

What to do about it? First, maintain and 
enlarge that “national pre-eminence—clear, 
unchallenged, demonstrable national pre- 
eminence” in atomic resources which David 
Lilienthal has urged upon the U.S. peopl 
Given any significant stage of Soviet atomic 
development, pre-eminence can be no more 
than a deterrent. But, whatever the limita- 
tions, any realistic strategy must rely upon 
the most powerful deterrent to be found in 
atomic superiority. Second, never let the 
daeonieatly poor chances of real settle- 
ment halt the incessant quest for settlement. 
Finally, let the U.S. government recognize 
that Soviet possession of the Bomb justifies 
a completely new approach to “security.” 

Hitherto, in the interest of keeping all the 
facts from the Russians, the U.S. has devel- 
oped something of a security psychosis. Now 
that the Russians patently know the most 
important facts, the psychosis is both un- 
necessary and unbearable. Doubtless secu- 
rity must continue to cloak some of Ameri- 
ca’s atomic business. But not all of it. The 
first object of any security policy must here- 
after be to arm the people with knowledge, 
to dispel the excessive mystery which mag- 
nifies the minimal horror of the atom. There 
can be no further excuse for a policy of ex- 
clusion which at once repels the best allies 
of the U.S. and makes the full use of their 
talents impossible. There can be no further 
excuse for the cryptic menace in the Presi- 
dent's sparse disclosure of ‘an atomic explo- 
sion” and nothing more. There can be no far. 
ther excuse, in sum, for denial of the demo- 
cratic need of knowledge—and of the par- 
ticular American aptitude for dealing with 
facts once they are made known. 

Man survives. The question is how he sur- 
vives, and atomic security is connected with 
the answer. For information is the bone of 
democracy and of democratic response to 
any problem. In This I Do Believe, a book 
soon to be published by Harper & Brothers, 
Chairman Lilienthal of the Atomic Energy 
Commission puts it very well, ‘The essential 
ingredient of democracy is not doctrine but 
intelligence, not authority but reason, not 
cynicism but faith in man, faith in God. Our 
strength lies in the fearless and untiring pur- 
suit of truth by the minds of men who are 
free. This I do believe.” 

We believe it too. It is not a bad introduc- 
tion to the second phase of the atomic age.

BRITAIN CUTS THE POUND 


In the latest act of an ancient drama, Cripps takes a gamble for more dollars 


The extraordinary conversion of Britain's wry, lanky 
chancellor of the exchequer, Sir Stafford Cripps, to the 
doctrine of currency devaluation last week gave a modern 
twist to one of the oldest tales of history: man’s struggles 
with money. By devaluating the British pound from $4.03 
to $2.80, Sir Stafford confounded his own teachings that de- 
valuation would never solve Britain's problem and shook 
half the world (p. 32). He took the step under the severest 
kind of pressure and with obvious reluctance; but he fol- 
lowed a classic tradition. Ever since the were hoisted 
out of financial trouble 2,500 years ago by the reforms of 
Solon (below), devaluation h: from time to time 
as a palliative for a nation’s financial ills, sometimes suc- 
cessfully by giving its production machinery a new, quick 
boost, sometimes ineffectively, in which case troubles, like 
the devaluated money, multiply 

The Greeks invented coined money 2,600 years ago as a 
means of facilitating barter, which had been carried out 
more or less clumsily by the exchange of actual goods. Al- 
most immediately their new invention got them into trou- 
ble. Men began to accept the small bits of metal stamped 
with a city’s or a state’s mark as valuable in themselves 
—they began to manipulate with money, sometimes with 
good results in meeting changing conditions, sometimes for 
personal gain. Too many Greeks mortgaged themselves and 
their possessions; agriculture declined, moneylenders pros- 
pered and Greece became raddled with debt. On the verge 
of hankruptcy, Solon’s iron-handed reforms saved the 
nation; but never since has any lawmaker dared use such 
drastic methods. The Roman Empire had no Solon—long 
before it degenerated into collapse its currency was under- 
mined by debasement and fraud. When Rome fell, faith in 
money as a reliable medium of exchange all but died out 
in the civilized world. 

Tt was a long time coming back. Throughout the Mid- 
dle Ages, when coinage was revived in the dozens of petty 
states and kingdoms dotting Europe, the money economy 
remained more a means of acquiring personal or national

The intrinsic value of 
coins varied with the whims of the ruler issuing it; only a 
very few, such as the gold florin, which was backed by the 
wealth of Florence under the great trading family of the 
Medici (below) were stable enough to be generally accepted 
for international trade. Following the rise of public debt 
largely due to Europe’s many wars came the founding of 


the Bank of England in 1694 and a new concept in the econ- 
omy of money which was to become dominant in modern 
times: the economy of debt. 

In this development, money became increasingly a me- 
Th 


dium of exchange backed by credi mmercial banks 
began their rise to power; the destinies of nations lay in the 
hands of men like Nathan Mayer Rothschild (below), who 
financed governments. Sir Robert Peel (below) made paper 
money Britain’s standard currency in 1844. By the 20th 
Century the illusion was completed: with half the world fol- 
lowing Great Britain in her abandonment of the gold stand- 
ard in 1931, money could no longer even be exchanged for 
precious metals, but was entirely dependent on the lend- 
ing, investment and spending transactions between gov- 
ernments and banks. Today, in the era of the individual 
bank deposit and the checkbook, the banks are the real cre- 
ators of money in what amounts to a mere bookkeeping 
procedure. In the U.S. 4/5 of the money, or some $109 bil- 
lion, is used in the form of bank deposits, with only $27 bil- 
lion circulating in the form of government-issued coins and 
bills. Thus the value of money as an object in itself has prob- 
ably reached its lowest point in history—yet the illusion 
that, as a row of figures in a ledger or a total in a bankbook, 
itrepresents wealth is as persistent as ever. It is anice thing 
to have in your pocket, but the fact remains that money's 
true value lies only in the goods and services it can buy, as 
shown on the opposite page. In 50 years of American history 
the dollar’s purchasing power has decreased while at the 
same time an unprecedented period of productivity has cre- 
ated more money (goods and services) and given Americans 
the highest standard of living the world has ever known.

It ends 33 miles in air because of power failure 
hut U.S. Navy gets data to perfect future rockets 


Last month the Navy launched the second of the series of 10 Viking rockets 
through which it hopes to give the U.S. supremacy in the field of guided mis- 
siles. Viking II got off to a good start (opposite page) at White Sands Proving 
Ground, N. Mex. But after ing 1,775 mph at 1014 miles, the alcohol- 
liquid oxygen power system failed and the rocket coasted up a mere 33 miles 
—1834 miles short of the height reached last May by Viking I—before heading 
back to the earth, But the venture was not a failure, for the sensitive equip- 
ment in the rocket’s nose (above) radioed performance details such as fuel 
consumption, acceleration and skin temperature back to the ground for use 
in building Viking III, scheduled to be launched next February. When the 
complex propulsion mechanism of the Vikings is perfected and they reach 
the hoped-for altitude of 200 miles, the nose instruments will be designed 
to collect data on the upper atmosphere. Unless a great deal more is learned 
about high altitude pressures, solar radiation and charged particles as they 
affect performance, the long-range rocket may remain an unguided missile.

Last year he was edged out by Southern Metho- 
dist’s Doak Walker for player-of-the-year honors. 
Like Justice, Walkeris playing his last season this fall 
and will be making a great effort to repeat. Walker 
is younger, but Justice has the benefit of three years 
of Navy football experience. In North Carolina, at 
least, there is no doubt that Justice will triumph.

It is a rare and blasé tourist, bowling through sun-baked Taos, 
N. Mex. on U.S. 64, who does not do a double-take when he passes 
the adobe store front above. Carol (‘Doughbelly”) Price, Prop. 
hardly bothers to look up any more when the tourists screech to a 
stop, back up, snap apicture of his “‘clip-joint” and drive happily on- 
ward. Doughbelly, a reformed cowhand, bootlegger, rodeo star and 
crap-table dealer, is perhaps the lowest-pressure real estate sales- 
man in the business. His want ads in the weekly Taos Star (p. 86) 
let the buyer beware: “I would like to sell this as I have had it so 
long I think I own it (but I don’t),” his copy says. Or, “Better have 
alook at this house quick. Someone else might want it. But I don’t 
think so.”” Despite his habit of damning his properties with such faint 
praise—or because of it—Doughbelly, abetted by an assistant im- 
probably named Jimmy Valentine, does a $300,000 annual business 
in and around tiny Taos (pop. 965) —more than his three competi- 
tors together. His own explanation: “People hear the truth so little 
that when they do they think it’s comical. I just don’t like to get 
their hopes raised and then get "em chilled off.” After paying to get 
his wry humor into print, he is now getting some of it published free. 
The Taos Star has started running short stories by Doughbelly Price.

An American who risked Amnyi Machen‘s “jink” 
claims that Asian peak is higher than Everest 


On May 26, 1922 a British Army officer, Ge 
eral George Pereira, traveling across wild and re- 
mote western China 1,300 miles west of Shanghai, 
came upon a tremendous mountain, “It towers 
above everything around,” he wrote, and from 
his reports grew the excited speculations that 
Pereira’s towering mountain, Amnyi Machen, 
aight be higher than Everest (29,141 feet). 

For geographers, explorers and plain adventur- 
ers Amnyi Machen became one of the last great 
natural challenges, a mountain few civilized men 
had seen and none had measured. In 1930 The 
National Geographic Magazine published the es- 
nate of Dr. Joseph Rock that Amnyi Machen 
‘towers more than 28,000 feet.’ Explorers set 
out to reach Amnyi Machen. After a few died in 
attempts, the legend grew that the moun- 
's god “jinxed” them. During World War II 
U.S. fliers who had strayed north of the “Hump 


in with fresh tales of the incredible 
ountain, Last year an aerial expedition flew to 
mnyi Machen and deflated guessers by report- 
ing it only about 19,000 feet high. But the expe- 
dition’s story was not completely convincing.

mountain” Amnyi Machen, is no longer un- 
known. [have approached at close range and 
measured it. Death and misfortune have come 
to others who dared its icy ramparts, yet before 
me now lie the records of my own four months of 
preparation and fruitful exploration, climaxed 
by a dash to the very base of yAsnyi Machen. By 
the calculations I made there, its peak stands 29,- 
661 feet above sea level, 520 feet higher than Mt. 
Everest. I believe without question that I have 
found the highest mountain in the world. 
Mystery and confusion long enshrouded Am- 
nyi Machen because no explorer ever closely ap- 
proached it. The physical obstacles for men and 
caravan animals are great: extreme altitudes, 


T°: world’s last great unknown, Asia’s “god 
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wind and freezing cold, lack of natural foods. Ti- 
bet’s political isolation also is a factor, jealous- 
ly guarded as it has been by the great powers 
of Asia and Europe and by the Tibetan lamas 
of Lhasa, who hold the whole region to be their 
own religio-political domain. The explorer must 
move against the hostile isolationism of the pow- 
erful, semi-independent Ngolok (pronounced 
“go lock”) federation of 18 mountain tribes. 
‘These fierce cavalry raiders, religious fanatics, 
worship and jealously guard Amnyi Machen and 
its surrounding peak: 

My search begaa take shape on Feb. 18 of 
this year, when I flew northwestward from the 
China coast and landed in flat-roofed Lanchow, 
capital city of China’s Kansu Province. Travel-

defense against the Communists, proposing that 
T organize and lead an expedition for him to Am- 
nyi Machen and that he furnish the necessary 
authorization and field assistance. I contended 
also that such exploration might show him wheth- 
er thenorthwest Chinese armies, in case of defeat, 
could retreat across the mountain passes into 
western Tsinghai Province and carry on their 
anti-Communist campaign there, 

In the meantime I found refuge at the Ger- 
man Catholic mission in Lanchow and there met 
Prince Tsedan Dorje of the Torgut Mongols, a 
refugee from the Communists in Peiping. Dorje 
spoke German, French, Mongolian, Chinese and 
English. That first night of our meeting, shiver- 
ing mutually from the dusty blasts of icy winds 


moaning around the city’s wall. we talked about 
Amnyi Machen. Dorje decided to join the ex- 
pedition as an interpreter. Westudied the records 
of past explorations. Wilhelm von Filchner’s Ger- 
man expedition of 1908 was our most reliable 
nd up-to-date source of information on the ap- 
proaches. Two weeks passed in work. We ate bar- 
ley soup and sausages, gray potatoes and string 
beans, topping off with coffee made from burnt 
barley. We walked in the city buying old maps, 
soap, gifts for the Tibetans and warm underwear, 
our eyes against the swirling dust 
storms, peering at the ancient walls and forts 
erected against the invading tribes of central 
Asia, watching the muddy yellow flood of the Yel- 
low River flow through the city.

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One day Dorje said, “You know, certain lamas called bomboms can cause 
rain to fall on alternate squares as on a checkerboard. They have great 
magic power and can also predict the things to come. Yesterday I talked 
to a bombom and he raised his thunderbolt, drank from his cup made out 
of a human skull and told his beads. He said I would reach Amnyi Machen 
and the weather would be clear.” 

On March 5 we set out on a westbound Chinese postal truck. Mud yil- 
lages flew past. On shag ponies strangely robed people in fur hats rode 
by—Mongols, Moslems, Tibetans—all wearing sheepskin robes and curly- 
toed boots, all carrying rifles. After 120 miles of jolting all day among the 
passengers packed around us like sardines, and half-suflocated by garlic 
fumes, we hailed the city walls of Sining glowing with the 
this outpost of 60,000 Tibetans, Mongols, Chinese and lesser tribesmen, 
caravans of camels and yaks richly laden and tinkling with bells moved 
majestically through the dusky, narrow streets. This was the seat of the 
provincial government of General Ma Pu-fang whom we had come to see. 

We were escorted by soldiers to the hostel, a place with double-decked 
balconies, and soon had a smiling subordinate who led us to the head- 
quarters of the governor, a tall man who was wearing a long blue gown. 
His bearing was impressive, his beard was silky black, his manners 
and warmly cordial. Governor Ma informed me that he had decided to 
adopt my plans. He would equip, furnish, supply and finance the expedi- 
tion into south Tsinghai toward Lhasa. China had entered the field of 
‘Amnyi Machen exploration, aligning her ancient name alongside those of 
England, France, America, Germany and of czarist Russia. But much 
effort faced me before the expedition could material; 

L immediately undertook a short mission of extreme 
on the Panchen Lama, the 11-year-old “living Buddh

As [ 
left his palace, lamas and monks were all about the temple buildings, pros- 
trating themselves endlessly before their idols. In the wooden floors they 
had worn grooves from rising and falling flat before the beloved Buddhas. 
The small flames of thousands of butter lamps flickered and dai 
them, adding a rancid odor to temple air but dispersing very little 
deepening shadows of the great rooms.

Te night, back in Sining, Governor Ma held a party in my honor. 
Before 300 guests the most beautiful girls « High Tartary displayed 
their silk-covered charms and dancing skill. Mu ayed Oriental 
strains, poets recited, rose-scented wines flowed an asted on rare 
dishes in Moslem style: jellylike sheep tendons, heaps of black-skinned 
chickens, pigeons strung on swords, yak steaks, bread flat as saddle blan- 
kets, azelle shashlik prepared on ramrods. Later I was told that the best 
shashlik is prepared from horse meat salted and tenderized by carrying 
it on a horse’s back under the saddle. 

As preparations continued, the indefatigable Prince Dorje 1to 
reveal his flair for weird tales. He told of a zombielike cult called hih 
(Walking Corpse), whose magicians raise the dead and bring them home 
to the family burial ground, should a person die while far away from 
ancestral place. The corpse walks by itself behind the cult priest. An assist- 
ant leads off, beatinge gong to clear the way. Another assistant walks be- 
hind the corpse. When the party enters an inn the innkeeper suppli 
board which is placed at the back of the corpse. The priest utters ma 
words, causing them to fall down. Then the board and its gruesome burden 


are stored away until the next morning when the journey is resumed. 
But now our preparations were complete. The time for lore had ended. 
Men and animals stood ready. There were wagonloads of saddlery alone 


and tons of animal feed. Our soldiers had cleaned and loaded their guns, 
bootmakers had fitted us out with Tibetan felt boots, and tailors had de- 
vised new padded uniforms for wearing under sheepskin and velvet robes 
trimmed with gold- and silver-woven bands. Our Tibetan robes had slee 
that hung 18 inches below our fingertips. Daggers inlaid with gold and 
silver and Mauser sidearms completed our ama: costumes. On April 5 
the first sections of the expedition left Kumbum Lamaser: 
side Sining, blessed by its 150 lamas. Our passing the golde 
ples was heralded by blasts from tremendous silver horns, some of wh 
exceed 15 feet in length. About my saddle was draped a blue katak, a cere- 
monial silk scarf blessed and sent by the Panchen Lama. 

The two magistrates of central and south T: i rode with me on fine 
Turki stallions. Their robes were of Kashmir velvet, sky blue and ox-blood 
red, gold-trimmed; their swords and small arms were trimmed with pr 
cious metals. Together these two officers controlled for China an area the 
size of Colorado. Their names were Colonel Ma Sheng-lung and Captain

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Tan Chen-te, fierce Moslems, clever men who lived without the 
knowledge of real fear. Only a month before, in a cavalry cha 
Ma Sheng-lung had killed ht men armed with swords and rifles. 
metimes the two of them engaged in a terrible game of la 
ing each other while their horses plunged and raced, until one of 
the riders was either beaten into retreat or thrown from his mad- 
dened horse. 

Our personal bodyguard consisted of a dashing Moslem escort, 
50 hand-picked guerrilla cavalrymen, each of whom bore at least 
one wound from fighting the Communists. In addition we had 20 
professional Tibetan fighting scouts, Buddhists, none under 6 f 
The transport caravan included 80 yaks (Tibetan oxen), 70 saddle 
horses bred for work at extreme altitudes, and a herd of pack mules 
and camels. Of necessity we were considered a military attacking 
party. Among us were a blacksmith and a veterinary, a medical doc- 
tor, a biologist, a lama, a reports officer, a guerrilla tactician, a polit- 
ical liaison officer, a professor of languages and a cartographer. 

Winding southward from Kumbum, the long column of men and 
animals moved across vast Tibetan plateaus, deserts and icy moun- 
tain ranges. Weeks were to pass in such travel. After a hard day’s 
ride, often 10 to 12 hours in the saddle, we would form camp. Our 
eight large tents, blue and white “flower tents” with gaudy designs, 
glowed in the dusk like jack-o’-lanterns on the plateau, We tethered 
our yaks in a square to lines pegged on the plain and set up barri-

TIBETAN TAILOR Chu-jch, happy little man, sits beside Berit eds 
of grain bags and stacked with rifles, repairing the explorers’ sheepskin robes, 
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cades of grain bags for protection from attack. Scouts patrolled our 
periphery. These precautions were necessary; we heard that an en- 
tire Chinese Moslem cavalry regiment had recently lost all its horses 
in one night; another detachment of 350 Moslem cavalry had been 
caught and massacred to the last man—all but the commanding 
colonel, who was suspended by thongs in the Yellow River until 
drowned. 

fter a few days we reached the pass of the Sun and Moon moun- 
tains. At Fort Tao Tang No, a flat mud court with walls, we rested 
at night on heated kangs, beds with dung fires under them. We were 
fed bread stuffed with fat and sugar, broiled azure-eared pheasants 
and braised gazelle meat. We had no vegetables in our diet, but 
amba (parched barley flour)-and fresh meat seemed to leave us 
isfied and strong, 

Rolling hills, green with young spring grass, lay all about us as 
we moved southward now. Giant vultures perched on the rocks gaz- 
ingat us, flying off only when almost stepped on by our horses; herds 
of gazelles were alw ! 

At the brink of a great escarpment dropping before us like the 
edge of some lost world, we found a squat, square Mohammedan 
fort. Here we annexed a radio crew of five men with a long-range 
transmitter, so that wherever we wandered we could daily keep in 
touch with Governor Ma Pu-fang. At night, with a small telescope, 
we showed the moon to the garrison of the fort and their amazement 
was complete when they recognized mountains not unlike those 
about the fort itself. 

We came now to a highland lamasery where a sheep was killed 
in my honor, always a signal of friendly attitude. Prayers were held 
in the gilded halls, 10-foot-long bronze and silver horns were blown 
for the gods’ propitiation. My quarters were in a luxurious room 
rich with glowing red carpets and walls painted with multihued 
chained tigers and golden Buddhas. 

When we left next dawn the lamas, singing and bowing gracious- 
ly, stuffed into our saddle bags sausages of fat mixed with aromatic 
greases. Mutton ribs were piled on top. 


EANWHILE our scouts rode in with news that some officials 
had been murdered a few miles outside the fort. In addition 
the magistrate recently had sent 13 men to a distant fort south 
of Amnyi Machen; all but one were killed during an attack. The 
survivor was tortured, his eyes gouged out, his tongue, ears and 
nose cut off; his belly was filled with stones (memi stones consign- 
ing him to heaven) and his body mounted on a horse, tied in posi- 
tion, and driven into the fort as a grim warning that Tibetans must 
be consulted on such matters as the movements of strangers. All 
this warned us to be on the alert. All firearms were stripped and 
cleaned, especially the machine guns. The weather was windy and 
dusty, especially in the afternoons; the temperature in the early 
mornings often 22° F. below zero. 

But occasionally we had a change from serious concerns. One 
noon a chief of the Naja tribe brought in 10 girls, silver-bedecked, 
fur-clad, to sing and dance. Our troops danced and sang in return. 
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The Najas yelled, made wolf calls and fired their guns far into the 
night. By 3 a.m. all was quiet, the fort was securely locked up and 
snow was gently falling, Except for the weather, we were ready to 
leave. Local chiefs all the way to Amnyi Machen were sending in 

g the caravan could pass through their lands. On 
4th of April our cavalcade started off in high spirits, tingling 
with expectation. 

On May 2, we stood ona windy pass, over 13,000 feet high, search- 
ing the horizon to the south. On the faraway curve of the earth be- 
yond nearby ranges of mountains, I saw a low streak of cloud in the 
blue sky and knew that under it lay the great icy mirror of Amnyi 
Machen, as yet not visible. 

We proceeded off the pass on foot—nearly always in these moun- 
tains one rides uphill but walks downhill to save the animals— 
and aimed at Tossun Lake, described by Von Filchner early in this 
century. Reaching it, truck off sharply into the south, riding 
through snowstorms and at last, late at night, setting up a base 
camp two days west of Amnyi Machen peak, located for us by 
scouts in Ngolok disguise. 

From this point to the peak only a small, fast party of hand- 
picked men (pp. 94, 95) would move in on the mountain through the 
dangerous Ngolok territory. All others would remain behind. They 
would guard supplies and animals. If we should lose our tents and 
their precious contents, we would probably perish to the last man. 


The Dash to Amnyi Machen 


mm: 4 ushered in a snowsquall that briefly blanketed out the 
western extremities of the Amnyi Machen range which we 
had seen towering above us, their pink and gray cliffs harboring 
we knew not how many Ngoloks. While the weather cleared a bear 
wandered near the camp but did no damage to our yaks; wolves 
prowled near and howled all night on the lower ridges. The dawn 
‘was bright. 

“We are ready, Colonel Clark,” said my Chinese operations offi- 
cer, Ma Hsien-jui, grinning from ear to ear and polishing his spec- 
tacles. 

“And I have made out my will,” observed Prince Dorje rather 
soberly. : 

The following account of the dash from our base camp to the 
Amnyi Machen peak is taken from the official field diary of the ex- 


peditior 

"May 4, 1949, Wed.—It is 10:15 p.m., —5°C. (23° F.). No wind, 
stars out, new moon. Prayers are being said by the soldiers, both 
Moslem and Buddhist. The Moslems spread their capes as prayer 
rugs and face Mecca; in fast cadence the Tibetans chant, ‘On mani 
padme hum’ (‘O, the Jewel in the Lotus, Amen’). 

“May 5, Thurs.—Just dismounted from my big black stallion 
after 1034 hours in saddle. On leaving base: temperature — 11° C. 
(+ 12.2 F.), blustery, low pressure area. Direction af day’s ad- 
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vance easterly and a few degrees south. Eyes burned by sun reflect- 
ing off snow fields. . . . Potholes covered with thin ice sheeting and 
snow drifts were traps for the horses who fell and stumbled con- 
stantly. 

“Silence and distance are the dominating features of these moun- 
tain regions. Earth and stone, when bare of snow and ice, are red, 
brown, black. 

“Snow, wind and sun have burned faces badly. The men cover 
theirs when possible with scarfs. Snow glasses must be worn; Tibetan 

typesare convex-shaped and of black 
thread mesh, very effective. At 5:50 
pa shot two bighorn rams out of a 
erd of 300-plus, a beautiful sight as 
they ran scattering up the mountain. 
“Saw-toothed range, all snow and 
ice, very high, standing in east. We 
came upon an old Ngolok sheepherd- 
er who was surprised at seeing us 
riding in from the west—a good 
sign as their reconnaissance scouts 
must yet be unaware that we are so 
close in, 

‘Big blue clouds forming this eve- 
ning. Expect to raise Amnyi Ma- 
chen peak tomorrow. Scouts are out, 

LIVING BUDDHA of Amnyi changing guard every hour due to 
Machen gives Clark his blessing. the intense cold tonight. Ma Ksi 
jui has dysentery. Everybody a bit 
Wouldn't mind a hot toddy myself. 
Camped today on ridge above river. We are now 
beside the Amnyi Machen range, which is in clear view of me at this 
writing! Early this morning left camp at 6:30, altitude 12,792 feet, 
temperature —2°C. (+28.4°F.), with ice cracking like artillery fire 
in the river, 

"At 8:30 a.m. today saw from a ridge looking eastward a white 
mountain mass of rounded, upleading ridges, crowned with wide 
saddles and domes. It the culminating point of the central 
mountain mass—Amnyi Machen peak itself. Surrounding it were 
great peaks and mountains (chains of them), all snowy, flashing in 
the sun’s strong rays. At 11 a.m. saw four herds of wild ass in a val- 
ley, must have totaled about 700 to 750 heads; killed one for meat, 
galloping up to observe the Moslem ceremony of blood-letting by 
slashing the throat. All ‘dead’ meat the Tibetans and I eat; all ‘live’ 
(purified by letting out blood) meat goes to the Moslems. 

“Amnyi Machen per lies back of two big points on this side. 
Would be tough to climb. A shallow rift, or glaciated valley, strikes 
eastward along its north flank, and this must be traversed to get a 
sight by instruments. 

“At 12 o'clock ran into three Ngoloks skinning a wild ass just 
shot. They warned us in Tibetan to leave and lose no time about it, 
waving both guns and swords at us. 
This was a very brave thing to do as 
our guards were already itching to 
cut their throats, fearing them to 
he scouts. I demanded they be left 
alone. 

“About mid-day we dismounted 
and took first instrument observa- 
tion of Amnyi Machen peak (pp. 104, 
105).As the baselines had to be meas- 
ured by tape, we took considerable 
time, for the distances were 1,000 
meters (3,280 feet) on level ground 
straight to the peak. 

“The whole mountain was cov- 
ered with snow and ice from its base 
in the 15,000-foot level to its ridge SURVEYOR shows the instru- 
ordomelike peak. Only the thin dark rent that measured mountain, 
edges of stony ridges running up- 
ward toward the culminating peak were clear of snow and ice. Pos- 
sibly the wind never ceases in the higher regions. Amnyi Machen 
peak is a great fortress, the pinnacle of the earth’s crust, with moun- 
tain range upon mountain range laid down for its foundations. . 
Weare the first to approach closely and to take measurements. . 

“The swiftness of the dash to the base of the peak had prevented 
any large bands of Ngoloks from reaching us. A few, however, came 
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having to rub it off with rough towels 
keeps my face tender and sensitive,” 
says popular Broadway and Holly- 
wood star Burgess Meredith.

THE SEARCH for Amnyi Machen has followed the main trails shown above 
since Britain's General George Pereira saw its north side from 70 miles aw 

1922, Dr. Joseph Rock approached from east in 1926, photographed it (belorc). 
Captain Moon Chin flew an 8.shaped pattern over the area in 1948, obtained 
aerial pictures (opposite page). Reynolds flew through clouds and his course is 
only approximate. Clark's expedition also went to Yellow River's headwaters. 


1S CLARK RIGHT? 


The crowning minutes of Leonard Clark's search for Amnyi 
Machen came as he stood on a snow-patched plateau (right) and, 
with a Chinese surveyor’s help, measured angles and lines (below) 
that seemed to tell him he had found the king of mountains. But 
itis clear already that Clark should have spent more time there and 
worked more precisely, The U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey last 
week, after carefully checking Clark’s computations, said his read- 
ings were too coarse, since they are carried only to minutes, instead 
of seconds. “His instruments,” said an official, “could be inaccurate 
to half aminute—a possible error of 16%.” Such an error could make 
‘Amnyi Machen 2,424 feet lower or even higher than Clark thought. 
In addition, Chinese map readings from which Clark took his base 
altitude are unreliable. A mountain survey expert, Director Brad- 
ford Washburn of the Boston Museum of Science, thought snow 
formations in Clark’s pictures indicated a maximum peak of 24,000 
feet. Nevertheless the experts felt that his figures, if authentic, in- 
dicated he had seen a very high mountain, Moon Chin’s estimate 
that Amnyi Machen was only 19,000 feet high seemed to dispose 
of it as a rival to Everest. Clark’s calculations, however question- 
able, once again make the mountain a contender for Everest’s title.

"The old man warned us about returning through the pass we 


had taken leading into the sacred area, as an ambush might be lying 
in wait for our return to the west.

"May 7, Sat.—Left camp 7

“Big clouds began coming in from the northeast, the wind sub- 
sided and a great calm seemed to descend over us. At two encamp- 
ments of Ngoloks giant, shaggy mastiffs were turned loose on us, 
but no shooting. A strong west wind sprang up at 11:33. At 1:45 
p.m. a snowstorm hit us. Momentarily we were stopped cold. Sud- 
denly the clouds parted overhead, and with a yell we put the horses 
to the slope to gain a point along the river bank suitable for record- 
ing our altitudes and angles. Several observations obtained on the 
north face of Amnyi Machen; a pretty lady. 

"Setting down the base lines by tape measure, the soldiers ran 
as fast as the altitude would let them; this was our last chance. The 
clouds rushed in as we finished our work. We turned our horses into 
anew snowstorm and headed for camp. Ngoloks had gathered there, 
warning us to leave, but their hand was stayed by the intercession 
of a Yellow Sect lama, to whom we had shown our letter from His 
Holiness, the Panchen Lama. This last-minute savage threat from 
the feared Ngoloks was thus averted.” 


Westword toward the River 


Beore dawn of the next day camp was struck, horses were 
saddled, and we rode hard and happy into the west. The course 
followed a pink stone ridge and led by the mouths of three passes 
anatomically named “Neck Joint,” “Back Joint” and “Tail Joint.” 
Two days west of Amnyi Machen peak we were welcomed back to 
base camp by our companions. The mountain phase of our expedi- 
tion was completed to the satisfaction of all. Not one man nor even 
one animal had been sacrificed to Amnyi Machen, which now must 
be recognized as the highest point yet discovered on earth (pp. 104, 
105). With our first n accomplished, we headed still deeper 
to the west, toward the unexplored headwaters of the Yellow River.

camel. On Tibet's plains camels are faster than yaks, can do 20 miles a day. 
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We labored westward over a 13,000-foot pass strewn with yak 
and horse skeletons. The region abounded in riding and pack ani- 
mals and we added to our caravan. As I surveyed our camp that 
night, I counted over 350 of all kinds—yaks, cameis, horses, mules 
and oxen, The exper now included, besides mule skinners, 
soldiers and servants, a force of 150 yak drivers. 

By May 13 we had reached the Yellow River and forded it near 
where it was about 75 feet wide and flowed rapidly. On 
st bank we camped and fished for carp, a delicious, sweet- 
fleshed gold fish measuring from 18 inches to 2 feet in length. We 
feasted on yak, gazelle, fish, yak-buttered tea and tsamba, and rested 
content. Two days later we broke camp in a cold wind from the 

and moved on, with our regimentals flying on two standards 
and bugles gaily stepping up the horses’ paces. The course now led

er. We explored the area thoroughly, sending mapping parties 
riding in many directions. We concluded that six great lakes, fun- 
ing through the Oring Nor outlet, are the main sources of 
hina’s Sorrow,” the Yellow River. 

On May 24 we rode north toward Chakar Fort, an ancient Mon- 
gol bastion, keeping to the saddle for two days. As we approached 
late in the second day, after 13 hours of pacing, a terrific wind, dust 
and hail storm hit suddenly. The lake pack-ice began piling up on 
the nearby shore, screeching and grinding. It broke under the pres- 
sure of countless tons of ice: great leads opened far into the sea and 
boulders were pushed like pebbles 50 feet up the steep shore. Tents 
flew away and the Tibetans were frantic, But we rode into the fort 
with little damage except the loss of three pack horses which had 
blown over a cliff into the sea. 


|OMEWARD now, the trail led through more unknown land. 

We crossed the tremendous range of the Ugutu Mountains, 
black, snow-streaked and jagged, its tallest peaks from 18,000 to 
20,000 feet high. The horses breathed hard, for every step across 
the pass we followed was slippery with ice, and snow fell intermit- 
tently. The roar of avalanches came often. We rode and stumbled 
down a steep slope of sharp, new-broken shale, into a land where 
all manner of mountain game prowled and eagles soared. Near our 
new camp we killed two bighorn sheep. Then, moving down through 
fields of crocus, buttercups, lilies, broom, we came to a winding 
river, which we forded four times in one day, losing five yaks and 
their loads. In the lowering altitude some of the yaks began bleed- 
ing at the nose. On June 1, camping at an old fort, we traded yaks 
for camels and oxen before striking on eastward past Koko Nor, the 
great blue sea, to Sining. As we approached Sining’s city walls 
again our cavalry broke into the last trail songs—The Flying Crane 
Dance, Everywhere Is the Perfume of Peonies and a final change, ac- 
companied by the firing of guns into the air while riding at a wide- 
circling gallop, When Can We See Our Friends Again?

The most convincing “curse” of this century came from King 
Tut’s tomb, which poured exotic revenge on invaders (20 men died 
in 1] years, some mysteriously). Amnyi Machen’s jinx is not yet the 
equal of Tut's, but the misfortunes which come to those who intrude 
are beginning to look more than coincidental—even though the 
first man to photograph the mountain, Dr. Joseph Rock (below), is 
healthy 20 years later and contends that jinx talk is “nonsense.” 

‘At Canton early in September, Explorer Clark wrote, “Schiifer, 
the German naturalist . . . notes that 11 pre- 
vious expeditions have heen unsuccessful; 
he, himself, was imprisoned. One French ex- 
plorer, Dutreuil de Rhins, was laced up in 
a leather bag and tossed by Ngoloks into a 
river where he drowned. Wilhelm yon Filch- 
ner, while exploring Tibet for the German 
general staff... was plundered. Dr. Migot, 
4 a Buddhist scholar, was . . . robbed and set 
a afoot naked... .”

DR. JOSEPH ROCK (1927) Amnyi Machen in 1922, Britain’s Pereira, 
died on another trip to that vicinity just a 

year later. Author Harrison Forman set out to find the peak in 1934, 
but bandits killed two of his party and he never reached the moun- 
tain. The airline manager Moon Chin (right), who flew around the 
mountain in 1948, has run into profitless and diflicult times since 
then; a student of hexes would not charge it all to the Communi: 
who have eliminated most of hisroutes. The ominous ways of Amnyi 
Machen showed up plainly after the Reynolds expedition of 1948, 

Before Reynolds’ big plane ever reached Tibetan skies the land- 
ing gear collapsed (below) and the scientific team had to abandon 
the expedition. With Bill Odom as his pilot, 
Reynolds made a secret flight over the moun- 
tain in bad weather. When he got b: 
Shanghai he was put under virtual arrest 
and had to escape China by tossing out hand- 
fuls of ball-point pens to runway guards and 
coolies. Shortly after that Reynolds lost the 
president of his pen company by resignation, 
Next the chief Chin ientist involved in 
Reynolds’ planning died. A few weeks ago at 
Cleveland, only 16 months after his Amnyi
